As indicated in Paragraph 2 of. Reference A, we consider it possible 
that DTLINEN may want and/or need to utilize the services of Subject at 
some later date, even though the precise circumstances which might govern 
this eventuality cannot be foreseen at this time. We therefore feel, that 
a full operational approval for Subject is in order. However, it seems 
unlikely that we will be able to procure additional PRQ 1 information 
over and above that submitted in EGBA- 2661*3 and in various field traces. 

As we see it, Newham has no valid pretext for asking Subject for personal 
information about himself, since this is certainly not in keeping with a 
normal lawyer-client relationship. Worse yet. Subject has indicated that 
he is extremely sensitive to any sort of association which could be con- 
sidered as being under the influence ! of or controlled by an IS (see last 
paragraph of Attachment A-l to Reference A), Considering these circumstances, 
it would be desirable if the information contained in the various field 
traces and EGBA- 2661*3 would be accepted as providing sufficient data to 
meet the requirements of a PRQ I, especially since we drew a completely 
negative reply to our Berlin Documents Center trace. We will of course 
forward PRQ II data soonest, ‘ 
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
